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Conscription in Fall, Cab- 
inet Plan; Volunteer Sys- 
tem Called Success. 


(By Cable te The Tribane,) 

LONDON, Aug. 5.—It is learned on e 
cellent authority that the cabinet has de- 
' eided to inaugurate a system of conscrip- 
tion in raising additional armies for Grea: 
Britain and that the practice will be put 
in force about the end of October or the 
beginning of November. 

This information became public follow- 
ing a cabinet meeting held immediately 
after the anniversary services in &t. 
Paul's. Bari Kitchener and Premier As- 
quith were present at the meeting and, 
although there is no official announcement 
respecting the subjects discussed, it is 
known that the question of compulsory 
service was thrashed out and with a re 
sult that virtually dispels all doubt about 
the government's intentions. 


Volunteer System a Winner. 

It is, however, incorrect, as asserted by 
a section of the press which advocates 
conscription, to say that the volunteer 
syetem hae failed. On the other band 
that system has produced all that was ever 
expeonted of it, and it is even correct to say 
that it has come up to the most sahguine 
expectationg of the ministers. 

Nevertheless, it is true that the volun- 
tary system has reached the limit of its 
possibilities for raising new armies and 
that the nuniber of new recruits now be- 
ing obtained is barely enough to fill the 
gaps the war causes in the ranks. 

Cabinet Favors Conscription. 

It ie said that no fewer than eleven 
members of the cabinet are strongly in 
favor of an immediate institution of com- 
pulsory service. 

The foremost of these members are 
David Lioyd-George minister of muni- 
tions; Winston Spencer Churchill, chan- 
cellor of the duchy of Lancaager, and a 
majority of the nionist members of the 
government. 

It ia known Sir Edward Grey, secretary 
of foreign affairs, is sympathetic toward 
a system of compulsion, while Hari Kitch- 
jener, the minister of war, who rarely ex- 
presses his views even to his most in- 
timate official friends, is energetically op- 
posed to the view that the voluntary 
system has proved a failure. He is will- 
ing. to admit, however, that the system 
has not furnished all that it could, and 
that new methods are needed. 

British to Hold Up Their Ind. 

The wonderful effort already made by 
the British people should not be belittied, 
officials say, but they insist that if Great 
Britain intends to develop and increase 
still further the enormous number of 
men at present at its disposal a new 
means must be adopted. 

There is no doubt in the mind of any 
one that Great Britain does intend to 
raise and equip all the armies which the 
development of the war may demand. 

This determination is being given am- 
ple evidence by the national registration 
bill, which will be put in operation about 
the middle of this month. 

The exact basis on which a compulsory 
service bili would be formed is not yet 
— | definitely decided. It is probable, how- 
ever, that the first classes of men to be 
called to serve the colors will be unmar- 
ried men between the ages of 10 end 20.

They were inspired by speakers 
at a Massmeeting of Chicago Poles held 
last night in Walsh hall, Milwaukee ave- 
nue and Noble stret, in commemoration 
of the first anniversary of the crossing 
of the Russian frontier by the Polish le- 
gions. Incidentally, the date was the 
birthday of Gen. Jozef Pileudski, the 
Polish commander with the Austro-Ger- 
man forces. 


Rejoice in Warsaw’s Fall. 

In Une with their belief that Poland's 
only hope of constitutional freedom lies 
in German success in the eastern theater 
of war, the Poles sent this cablegram to 
Gen. Pilsudski, whom they believe to be 
in Warsaw with the victorious armies 
ef the kaiser: 

“The Poles of America rejoice with 
you that Russian despotism in the capi- 
tal of Poland ‘has ceased. We send our 
best wishes for your continued success. 
On the anniversary of your birth and of 


the victerious Polish legtons, we pledge 
anew our faith that Poland shall soon 
return to the great family of independent 
nations“ 

Speakers included Prof, Thomas Mem- 
radzki, Michael Sokolowski, and Stanley 
Rayzacher, leaders in Chicago's Polish 
colony. Dr. K. Zuraweki presided. 

The speakers voiced the hope that the

Teutonic allies might be successful in the 
east and the English and French in the 
west. Such a solution of the European 
eonflict would be idea! from the viewpoint 
of Polish ambitfons, they said. 


Gives His Views on War. 

As interpreted by Stephen Zmijewski, 
958 North Hoyne avenue, the Polish atti- 
tude on the subject of the war follows: 

“There is greater probability of ob- 
taining our independence from a constity- 
tional government than from an auto- 
cratic government. Therefore we turn 
to Germany as our first hope. Germany 
recognized the Poles at the outbreak of 
the war by permitting the consolidation 
of all Polish forcea, numbering more than 
50.000, under a Polith commander in 
chief. Grand Duke Nicholas of Russia 
promised to do the same, but has never 
done it. He gave us a Russjen com- 
mander. — * 

+ “ We believe that in the event of Ger- 
man victory in the east the Kaiser will be 
forced to give us at least some measure of 
self-government, and this wil be anopen- 
ing wedge to ultimate freedom, The Pol- 
ish legions now fighting with the Austro-

In the capture, however, the Ger- 
mans have gained possession of a mili- 
tary base of great value, the large sy» 
tem of railroads radiating from the 
capital giving the opportunity for im- 
portant troop movements either for of- 
fense or defense.

RUSSIA’S FUTURE PROBLEM.

dered the +omplete retirement two days 
ago of the main Russian armies on both 
sides of the Polish salient. : 
It is assumed that the Slave destroyed 
the Vistula bridges behind them. 


HELD GREATEST VICTORY. 

Capture of Warsaw was hailed here 
as the greatest single achievement of the 
German campaign in the east. The fall 
of the Polish capital climaxed the bril- 
liant Austro-German offensive that 
swept through Galicia, taking Przemysl 
and Lemberg in rapid succession. 9 

When the main part of the Russian 
garrison fled over the Vistula bridges 
practically the last Russian soldier had 
been thrown from the south bank of the 
Vistula. 

To the north and south the jaws of 
the great German battle machine are 
pressing steadily together, threatening 
the envelopnrent-of the Slav armies. 


BELIEVE SLAVS BROKEN.

Wars for the pos- 
session of Poland raged around it in the 
middle ages and in the early part of the 
seventeénth century it supplanted Cra- 
cow, the ancient capital, as the seat of 
Polish government. 
Pt ussia held Warsaw from 1795 to 1806, 
and for seven years after that it was in 
the possession of one of Napoleon’s vas- 
sals. The Russians entered it in 1813, 
when it became the capital of the new 
kingdom. of Poland. In 1820 the popula- 
tlon rose against the Russians, and in 
September of the following year the 
forces of the Russian emperor rebntered 
the city.

No Mail in Warsaw. 
WARSAW, via London, Aug. 2.—In 
consequence of the cessation of the oper- 
ation of postal facilities, Warsaw for ten 
days has been without mail connection 
with the outside world. With the exodus 
of the postal authorities, even the post 
boxes were removed. 

The vice governor géneral of Warsaw 
took mrompt measures to organize a vol- 
untary postoffice foreé and to resume 
operations at Praga, a suburb across the 
Vistula. A volunteer corps of 400 young 
Polish men assumed the duties of postal 
clerks and the sorting and delivering of 
letters and parcels began. 

The removal of the state bank and pri- 
vate banks with all their funds left the 
city without means of carrying on trade. 


Chief of Police Leaves. 
The chief of police and his staff left the 
city ten days ago, together with ail the 
courts and justices of the peace. 
Russian military hospitals were re- 
moved with their staffs and equipment. 
All provisions are up to 150 per cent. 
Sugar; tea, coffee, butter, and milk, arg 
virtually out of the market. White 
bread is difficult to procure. 
Yesterday an Austrian scouting party 
vas reported by telephone to have reached 
the suburb of Mokotof. They had lost 
their way and had wandered toward 
Warsaw. Realizing their position, the 
Austrians surrendered.

BERLIN, by wireless to Tuckerton, N.

New York, Aug. 56.—[Special.J—One of. 
the most remarkable documents to come 
from Germany in many weeks reached 
New York today, addressed to local So- 
 cialist leaders. It purports to bea copy 
of an open letter addressed to the leaders 
of the German Socal Democratic party 
and signed by 700 officials of the party 
and of socialist trades unions In Germany. 
In it the leaders of the party are con- 
demned for their acquiescence in the Ger- 
man government's war policy, for their 
failure to protest against the invasion of 
Belgian and the sinking of the Lusitania, 
and are summoned to break at once the 
party truce and begin an active campaign 
for peace and of uncompromising oppos!- 
tion to the annexation plans of the Ger- 
man government.

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Christopher Columbus Falls to 


Capsize with Welght of 3,500 


Persons on One Side. 


“ Thirty-five hundred passengers may 
stand on the same side of the center line 
of the whalebatk, Christopher Columbus, 
and not tip the vessel over.” : 

This was the statement of A. W. Good- 
rich, president of thé line operating the 
vessel, after a test mace yesterday to 
determine her stability. Three hundred | 
lives, the steamship worth $400,000, and 
the reputation of the Goodrich Transit 
company were risked in the undertaking. 
Experts declared the test satisfactory. 

Shortly before 10 o'clock the snub nosed 
lake veteran drew up beside a dock on the 
north shore of the river and the work of 


loading 7,500 bags of sand was begun. 
Viewed from the high orlege of the eteam- 


er, the brown cone of sand bags looked 
like some monster ant heap. Like streams 
of big ants at work, the biack shirted 
stevedores staggered back and forth un- 
der the weight of the 100 pound sacks. 
The loading was completed at noon and 


the vessel steamed out into the lake. 


Weight of 4,687 Passengers. 
The sand, which was distributed among 


the three passenger decks, weighed as 


much as 4,687 passengers, averaging 170 
pounds each. The Columbus, however, 
never carried more than 3,736 persons, In- 


{| Cluding the crew, that number being au- 


thorized by federal inspectors. 

On board, besides the crew and steve- 
dores of some 250 men, were forty pas- 
sengers, and several newspaper men. 
A. W. Goodrich, president of the steam- 
ship line, had invited a party. City and 
government officials were represented. 
Several other ships jammed with curi- 
osity seekers followed the Columbus. 
Thousands of spectators stood in Grant 
park and in windows along Michigan ave- 
nue. 

The Columbus stopped off the foot of 
Congress street. On board the vessel, 
there was little fear expressed that the 
Columbus would not show her worth. A 
few passengers gave indications of being 
a bit shaky. Most of the party was at 
dinner on the main deck when the deck- 
hands began to shift the sand bags to 
the starboard side. They were silent ex- 
cept when some one sprang a quip about 
accidere Sisurance or inquired whether 
his neighbor could gwim. 


Passengers Get “Shaky.” 

The steady tramping of the sand shift- 
ers overhead was answered by the slow, 
steady list of the vessel. Soup plates 
were emptied hastily as the soup rose 
slowly to one side of them. Coffee cups 
began to spill. The diners ate with an 
eye on their plates and another on the 
lake sky line, fast disappearing above 
the windows of the cabin. On one side 
was the water, on the other a dull lead 
sky. Several left for the upper deck. 

Then appeared James Forbes, head of 
the hull department of the Manitowoc 
Shipbuilding company, under whose di- 
rection the test was being made. 

“The work of transferring the sand- 
bags is finished,“ he announced. The 
nervous tension was broken and the 
diners ate with new interest. 

“The boat is listing at an angle of 
from 10 to 12 degrees, and the weight of 
sand on the starboard side of the center 
line is equal to that of 3,500 persons,” he 
said. That is more than could stand on 
one side of the boat under any. circum- 
stances. The ballast tanks are empty. 
They. are seldom used, anyway, because 
they have been found to be unnecessary.”

OUR EXISTING ARMY RESOURCES. 
Talk of impending intervention in Mexico em- 
phasen the fact that the fecessary concentration 
of available regular troops on the border will vir 
tually strip the country of fully trained defense. 

It is estimated that if our army is raised to 
war strength to fill ont the present units of organi- 
ation it will be able to cope with the organized 
forces in Mexico. But if occupation follows militia 
and volunteers to bring the whole force to 250,000 
in all probability will be necessary. 

Yet, although this enterprise will leave the coun- 
try without other defense than the navy and har- 
bor defenses at the principal ports and bases, we 
have numerous ¢ongressmen and senators assur- 
ing us that only a very moderate increase of our 
defense establishment will be permitted. At the 
last congress not only was no constructive legisla- 
tion for the army passed but even a resolution au- 
thorizing the president to increase the army units 

to war strength, an addition of less than 10,000 
enlisted men, was defeated. 

There are many members of the national legis- 
lature who seem to have learned nothing from pub- 
lic discussion or from events since the world war 
began or our Mexican prospect developed. Their 
ignorance of facts and want of thought persists. 
They will appear at the next session. The ques- 
tion is whether public opinion will let them ob- 
struct thorough measures. , 


TRAINING THE TEACHING FORCE. 
The complaint made by Mrs. Young, superin- 
tendent of schools, and Joseph A. Holpuch, member 
of the board of education, before the Baldwin sen-

WARSAW AND AFTER. 

Only when the war is over will the value of the 
capture of Warsaw be properly assayed. At this 
time it may be said to be perhaps the most impor- 
tant success achieved by German arms in this war. 

Its military effect, despite its discount by the 
allies, is very great. It brings into the hands of the 
Germans the best base obtainable in Poland, a rail- 
road center which German strategy will know how 
to utilize to the full With Warsaw and the line 
of the Niemen forts, the Narew river, and the Vis 
tula, Germany will have a defensive position which, 
if the tide turns against her later, will take gigantic 
effort on the part of Russian armies to retake. And 
as a base for a further drive against the Russian 
field armies the value of Warsaw is plain. 

But it is from the point of view of politics and 
of the German morale that the fall of Warsaw must 
be viewed as of greatest moment. The participation 
of Roumania in the war, so much coveted by the 
allies, now is hardly to be hoped for, and the effect 
apon the whole unstable Balkan situation cannot but 
be unfavorable to the allies. The hands of the pro- 
German parties in each of the countries will be 
strengthened. | 

In Germany the taking of this skining prize will 
not fail to hearten the people, encourage them to 
bear the tremendous sacrifices of the war, and te 
hope still more confidently that victory awaits their 
banners. In Austria-Hungary, and especially in the 
Slavie districts, the effect cannot but be of the great- 
est value to the Germanic allles. : 

That the capture of the Warsaw line breaks the 
power or spirit of Russia is, however, not to be 
considered. The resistance of the Russian army has 
been proved too often for informed observers of the 
war to expect anything resembling collapse.

can be counted on to give Democratic majorities 
These are Alabama, Mississippi, Arkansas, Louis- 
fana, Texas, North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Florida, Virginia, Tennessee, Oklahoma, 
and Kentucky. 


These thirteen states sent to the house of rep- 


resentatives 116 Democratic members. A major- 
ity of the house is 218, so these states have a 
majority of that majority. 


These states give 
twenty-six Democratic senators. A majority of 
the senate is forty-nine. The party caucus dic- 
tated the legislation and the twenty-six senators 
from the southern states were a majority of the 
majority. ‘ 

What does the south get in return for these 
votes? These states furnish the chairmen of all 
of the important committees of both branches of 
congress. There is but one exception, that of 
the appropriations committee of the house, which 
is headed by a New York Democrat. All of the 
measures dealing with tariff, business, banking, 
currency, judiciary, military and naval affairs, 
public buildings, finance, rivers and harbors, and 
like important subjects are in the hands of the 
south. 


gress on the country does the south bear? These 
thirteen states turned into the treasury consid- 
erably less than $2,000,000 of personal income tax 
out of the $41,000,000 collected from the country. 
Of the corporation income tax, they together 
paid $3,500,000 out of the $39,000,000 collected. 
The states which framed and passed these taxa- 
tion laws paid 4% per cent of the personal and 
less than 9 per cent of the corporation income 
tax. Nine of the big manufacturing and business 
states paid 80 per cent of the personal and two- 
thirds of the corporation income tax. These are 
New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Ohio, Massa- 
chusetts, New Jersey, Michigan, Connecticut, and 
Rhode Island. This new taxation was laid to 
offset the decrease in the customs revenues 
brought about by lowering the tariff. These nine 
states were hardest hit by the tariff changes. 
But they are called upon to bear the additional 
burden of providing the revenue made necessary 
by the taking away from them of their tariff 
protection. 

Similar truths have been told many times. All 
the country knows that these Democratic major- 
ities are obtained in the south by the suppression 
of the negro vote. Yet even the Republican

When he became president of the re- 
public she rented a house in the Rue 
du Cirque, near the Hlysee palace, where 
he was then living, and her salons were 
frequented by his intimate friends. She 
showed herself everywhere with him, 
even accompanying him on his official 
journeys, actually appearing at the offi- 
cial fetes which he gave at the palaces of 
Elysée and St. Cloud. 


~~ 

When, after becoming emperor, he de- 
eided upon marriage and was obliged in 
consequence thereof to get rid of her, 
she demurred, and one of the greatest 
services rendered him by his half brother, 
the late Duc de Morny, was his negotia- 
tion of the separation. 

It took the form of @ monetary settle- 
ment to the tune of about 65,000,000, the 
gift of the chateau and estate of Beaure- 
gard, near Versailles, with the title of 
Comtesse de Beauregari This gave great 
offense to the old noble family of Beaure- 
gard, with the result that, although no 
change was made respecting the dignity 
conferred upon Miss Howard personally, 
another title, namely that of Comte de 
Béchevet, was bestowed upon the sop 
whom she had borne to the emperor, and 
who bore the Christian name of Martin. 

In return for all this she undertook to 
surrender all her correspondence with 
Napoleon and all compromising docu- 
ments, which did not prevent, however, 
her house in Paris and her chateau at 
Versailles from being subsequently ran- 
sacked by the imperial police in search 
of papers. 

This left her full of bitterness against 
the emperor and she remained a thorn 
in his side and a source of no end of an- 
Sm and trouble until her death in 


A few years previously che had married 
Clarence Trelawney of the famous Corn- 
ish family of that name, who had been 
serving as a major in the Austrian cav- 
alry but who was obliged to resign his 
commission in consequence of the union. 

The marriage turned out most unhap- 
pily. The couple parted within a year, 
never to meet again, and there were no 
children of this marriage. In fact, Comte 
Martin de Béchevet was “Miss How- 


an’s” only son. 


After his mother’s death the count made 
peace with his father, the emperor, who 
appointed him to the post of minister 
plenipotentiary to one of the South Amer- 
jean republics. He married an Austrian 
lady of the name of De Csury, by whom 
he had two Gaughters and « son, who 
was known as Comte Richard de Béchevet 
and was a grandson, therefore, of Na- 


poleon ITI,

(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Hoopeston, III., Aug. 5.—[Special.)— 
Mra. Agnes Frisinger cames to Hoopeston 
from Chicago as city matron last May to 
spank — figuratively speaking — the 
naughty girls and boys. She did her job 
so thoroughly there was little more work 
to do along this line, so she turned in and 
spanked the police department, with the 
result that Policeman Ora Juernagan re- 
tigned and Chief of Police W. 8. Dixon 
followed suit. 

At the council meeting last Monday 
night she preferred charges against the 
sole surviving member of the old police 
force, but at a meeting of aldermen ap- 
pointed to investigate the charges they 
were not sustained. 

Officials Get “Some” Salaries. 

At the time the preachers of the town 
and a committee of fifty clubwomen, rep- 
resenting about 600 of the best families in 
town, decided Hoopeston needed a city 
matron, there was a great clamoring. The 
town has not had a saloon in it since it 
was incorporated as a city in 1877. 

The mayor receives an annual salary of 
50 cents. The eight aldermen receive a 
salary of 25 cents per year, 

The city, with a population of 6,000, has 
been dubbed “ Holy Hoopeston "’ by Dan- 
ville, its wet rival. There is a church on 
nearly every corner in the heart of the 
city, so when fifty women appeared before 
the council and asked for a matron, most 
of those in Hoopeston held up their hands 
in horror. It will be giving Hoopeston a 
bad name, they said. 

But the women’s committee had a list 


of ministers headed by the Rev. O. E. 
Crooker of the Stone Universalist church. 
It was a list of girls between the ages of 
14 and 16, representing families of every 
class and station. Mr. Crooker says many 
more names should have been on it, but 
the doctors of the town were secretive 
about giving out nformation. Mrs. W- 
liam M. Silver, chairman of the commit- 
tee of fifty, who described conditions at 
that time asa wave of youthful depravity, 
says there were only eleven names, 


Matron Has Police Powers. 

At all events, the evidence of conditions 
laid before the -couneil was sufficient for 
immediate action. It voted to have a 
city matron with police powers and Mrs. 
Silver and Mrs. Eliza Mann were dele- 
gated to go to Chicago to pick one out.
